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ICE  CPE/uM  PRODUCTIOi: 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  September,  estfunated  at 
65,635^000  gallons,  exceeded  the  previous  record,  attained  in  September  1959  hy  1 
percent,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Output  t;as  I8  percent  above  the  195^-58 
average  for  the  month.  For  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year,  production  totaled 
5579925,000  gallons:  1 percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  months  last  year  and 
10  percent  greater  than  the  195^-58  average  for  the  jjeriod. 

From  August  to  September,  production  decreased  l9  percent  this  year,  compared 
vith  13  percent  at  this  tii.ie  last  year  and  20  percent  on  the  average  in  the  period 
195^-58.  Temr^eratures  in  September  averaged  above  norr.Tai  generally  in  the  countin'" 
except  in  limited  sections  of  the  Atlantic,  Gulf,  and  Pacifp'.c  coastal  areas. 

Compared  vith  September  1959,  changes  by  regions  were  varied.  Production  vas 
2 percent  larger  both  in  "the  ilorbii  Atlantic  States  and  the  west  Forth  Central. 

Output  uas  up  3 percent  in  Heir  York  and  1 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Increases  of  5 
percent  were  shovn  both  in  the  Mountain  States  and  the  Pacific.  California  had  a 
3-percent  increase.  Production  vas  1 percent  less  in  the  East  Forth  Central  Region, 
where  all  states  showed  small  changes.  Decreases  of  3 percent  occurred  both  in  the 
South  Atlantic  Region  and  "tlie  South  Central. 

Compared  with  the  195^-58  September  average,  increases  in  all  regions  ranged 
from  3 percent  in  the  South  Central  to  23  percent  in  the  Forth  Atlantic . In  the 
three  leading  ice  cream-producing  states,  increases  were  32  percent  in  Few  Yorl:  and 
13  percent  both  in  Pennsylvania  and  California.  Tne  Pacific  States  also  shoired  a 
13 -percent  gain.  Output  was  up  ih  percent  in  "the  West  Forth  Central  States  and  21 
percent  in  the  East  Forth  Central.  Other  increases  were  I9  percent  in  the  South 
Atlantic  States  and  I5  percent  in  the  Mountain.  Production  was  larger  in  all  states 
except  Oregon,  Louisiana,  and  minor-producing  states  of  the  South  Central  Region.

ICE  Mine  PRODUCTION 
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Ice  inilk  production  in  the  United  States  during  September  at  1^4-,  315^000  gallons 
vas  10  percent  more  than  in  September  1959  an^  percent  greater  than  the  195^-58 
average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Output  declined  23  percent 
between  August  and  September,  compared  with  25  percent  at  this  time  a year  ago  and 
2k  percent  seasonally  between  the  5-year  averages  for  these  months.  Production 
totaled  119,105,000  gallons  the  first  9 months  of  this  year.  This  was  up  7 percent 
from  the  9-month  total  in  1959  and  U3  percent  from  the  average  of  these  months  in 
the  195^-58  period. 

Ice  mill!  manufactiire  was  more  than  in  September  a year  ago  'in  all  regions  ex- 
cept the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  sharply  less.  Increases  were  sharp  in  the  East 
North  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic  Regions.  Moderate  increases  were  indicated  in 
the  remaining  regions  of  the  country.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


September  production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States  totaled  h million  gallons. 
This  was  6 percent  more  than  in  September  of  last  year  and  33  percent  greater  than 
the  195^-58  average  for  the  month.  Increases  from  a year  ago  were  indicated  in  all 
regions  of  the  country  except  the  South  Atlantic.  The  total  for  the  first  9 months 
of  this  year  was  3 percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1959  l4  per- 
cent greater  than  the  5 -year  average  for  this  period. 

Sherbet  production  declined  26  percent  seasonally  between  August  and  September, 
compared  with  27  percent  at  this  tim^e  in  1959  and  37  percent  on  the  average  in  the 
195^-58  period.  Decreases  were  sharp  in  all  regions  of  the  countnym

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Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  f/iits  and  oils  other 
than  miiicfat  during  Septemher  was  estimated  at  4,300^000  gallons^  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board  reports.  'This  was  3 percent  more  than  in  September  1959  an<i  was  35  percent 
greater  than  the  1954-56  average  for  the  month.  Output  the  first  nine  months  of 
this  year  was  7 percent  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year  and  33  per- 
cent greater  than  the  1954-58  average  for  these  months. 

Compared  with  September  last  year^  production  was  less  in  Texas,  Oklahoma, 
Missouri,  and  Illinois,  while  it  was  unchanged  in  Alabama  and  Montana.  All  other 
inx^ortant-producing  states  showed  gains.  The  decline  from  August  to  September  was 
20  percent  this  year,  compared  with  12  percent  last  year  and  an  average  of  I9  per- 
cent in  the  period  1954-58.  Output  gained  in  Arizona,  while  it  held  steady  in 
Alabama.  .Ill  other  import  ant -producing  states  showed  decreases.
